How Dr. Sun Stood. 


While Tsao’ and Wu increaised 
thelr powers, Dr.. Sun; who has 
protested most volubly against 
Tuan, arrived at an understanding 
with him, not because they agreed, 
but because they were opposed to 
the other two, 

In. the Spring. of" 1922, “Chang 


Tso-lin fell out with. his neigh-/ 


bours. . Wu ‘Pei-fu,’ with , the 
approval of his chief, defeated 
Chang Tso-lin but. did not crush 
him. This caused Chang Tso-linj 
to be described as Dr, Sun’s ally, 
both being enemies of the Chihli 
party. By-this time, Tuan was in 
retirement but still opposed, sto 
Tsao.and Wu, . 

‘ Chang, Tuan: and ‘Sun. 

Time passed and Tsao Kun rose’ 
to be President with Wu Pei-fu as 
his’ right-hand man, controlling; 


the army with which they retain-| 


ed their positions. Ranged. against 
them were Chang Tso-lin, the 
Mukden warlord; ‘Tuan: Ch’i-jui, 
head of the defunct Anfu party ;) 
land Dr, -‘Sun- Yat-sen. . All three 
have differing aspirations and the 
two first-named were, at one time 
or other, on the same side as their 
opponents. Dr.’Sun had previously 
been Tuan’smost active decrier. 
Chang still had a well-organised 
djand effectively-equipped ‘army in 
Manchuria; ...Tuan lived on his 
prestige in the British Concession; 
Tientsin; and Dr. Sun was waging 
an occasional’ word-war with the, 
Chihli party. : 

Here it would perhaps be 
opportune to add that General 
Chan Kwing-ming who occasion- 
ally threatens Canton, declared his 
subservience to the Chihli party 
when he fell out with Dr, Sun in 
June, 1922. 

The Present War. 


Latterly, one of Peking’s—the. 
Chihli party 's—satellites : ousted 
an “independant” military gover-, 
hor at Shanghai. Simultaneously, 
Chang Tso-lin. declared’ war. on 
Peking, not so much to assist the 
| Shanghai man, but because ‘ the 
opportunity was ripe to attack his 
strongest rivals.. Wu Pei-fu led 
his troops and offered battle at 
the Chihli-Manchuria border. -Up 
to the time of the coup last Thurs- 


material advantage, 
' Christian General's Caese:" : 

Feng Yu-hsiang, the Christian 
general, has only risen te fame 
during the last few years.’ His 
troops fought. wih distinction on 
Wu Pei-fu’s side in the: Chihli, v, 
Manchuria way of 1922, At first 
he was.in Central China but was 
tranaferred to Peking, a step 
which he is alleged to have re- 
sented. 

His reason, as announced, for 
turning against Wu, is that he is 
tired of. war. But ‘it seems 
strange that Chang Tso-lin should 
acquiesce so readily. Possibly, it 
is because Feng feels that he lacks 
the qualifications -of ' President 
that he.has-nominated-Tuan-Ch’ 
jui as the next President, ..Tuan 
is an ex-Field Marshal and Pre- 
mier.

The report Js as followa:— = :. 

‘THE REPORT. 

We,. the Imperial Shipping 
Committee, acting under the 
second part of our terms of re- 
ference,’ have considered a pro- 

sal-. for the , deepening of 

‘colombo Harbour from the point 
of viow of the likelihood of ships 
with a draft exceeding 33 feet. 
being built for, the Eastern and 
Australian trades via. the Suez 
Cahal within the next 1§ of 20 
years, 

We now beg leave to present ‘our 
report to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Copies are also being 
sent to the various Governments 
ofthe Empire. 

““The matter was brought before 
us by the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, who, in a letter dated [5th 
February, of ‘1924, asked for an 
expression of our opinion as to the 
likelihood of such ships being built 
within the. next1§ or 20 years. . 

The question arises owing to 
the fact that the, Ceylon Govern- 
ment has had under consideration 
the programme of SpiprOve Tents 
adopted by the Suez Canal Come 
pany in, 1921, and is in’ doubt as. 
to whether: it will ‘not be aeces- 
‘sary, In consequence, to adopt a 
further programme of deepen- 
jog for Colombo Harbour, -The 
problem is obviously of great signi. 
ficance to Colombo, ‘which occupies 
an important ‘position at the junce> 
lion’ of .the..trade routes in the 
Tifdian Ocean and is an efficiently 
managed harbour. . 

SUEZ AND COLOMBO SCHEMES. 

The programme of 1912 of the 
Suez Canal Company is expected 
to be completed during the present 
year. It provides for the passage 
of vessels with a draft of 33 feet. 
The programme of Ig92I provides 
for a progressive increase in the 
depth of the Canal up to 42 feet 8 
inches, which will, allow of the 
pussage of vessels of 35 feet and 
possibly 36 feet draft. This scheme 
ig due for completion at earliest in 
1933 ‘and-at latest in 1935. 

At Colombo, t the present scheme 
is to dredge ‘ “the most important 
and largest section of the harbour, 
and the one accessible to be 
vessels entering the harbour” 
adepth of 36ft., thus allowing’ o 
the reception of vessels drawing 
33ft. “Vessel using this port do not 
berth in closed docks or at open 
quays, bute at moorings. One 
herth for vessels of 33ft. is already 


available,” and” three” others are- 


expected to be made available in 
ashort time. _The whole scheme 
will be completed in about eight 
years. 

Up to the present progressive 


‘increase of depth. at Colombo 


have been obtained at a relatively 
low cost by: dredging, but to go 


deeper than 36 feet and provide 


an additional two feet of water 


to give accommodation ‘to vessels 
drawing 36 feet would apparently 
invalve the clearance of large 
rock areas and an expenditure on 
a scale much higher than the cost 
of dredging. 
TEN YEARS HENCE, 

We are asked to express an 

apinion as to what will happen io 


consideration, we do not find our 
selves able to-offer any prediction 
so far ahead, in view of unforesee~ 
able developments Ja ship-build- 
ing and ship propulsion, especially 
inthe application of the fnternat- 
combustion engine to large and 
fast vessels. We therefore Iknit 
what we have to say to the next 
ten: years, and even £0, wo recom-
